When the battles of Pale Alto and Re-
saca de la ' almu tixed the réality of war
with Mexico, 8 call was made on the sev-
eral States for volunteer regimants 1o co-
operate with the regular army, then in
the fleld, snd constituting a very simall
and inadeqnate forve. North Caroling
regponded very p.omptly, und a regiment
was raised without ditfienlty; and the
stall ollicers were chosen and commis
sioned by William A, Gralam then Goye
ernorof the State,

At the gession of the General  Asseme
biy of 18445, Robert Treat Paite wasthe
member of the House of Commons—
then so called—from the ecounty of
Chosan, and John A. Fagy was one of
the Repreentatives from  Boneombe,
With these gentlemen Mr. vrahiam, be-
fore elected Governor, had becomu ac
quainted; and they presented charvacter.
istics Uit seemed to justify him in select:
ing, the first as Colonel of the Regiment
and the second s Lieutenant Colonel:
and Montlord Stokes was commicsioned
as Major,

Tho regiment wus ordered o rendez-
vousat Smithville, which it did ometine
in the month of February, 1847, and
remained in camp for several weeks nn-
dergoing lessons in drill and the general
duties of the soldier, Itembarked early
in March for Brazos Santiago, in the
brig Samuel N. Gote and the schooner
Harrison Price; and one or two compan-
ies subsequently sailed in anether vessel
the rame of which we do not recall. Col,
Fagw was ou the Harrison Price, and the
writer of this was witness to the casting
off of the lines of the vessels from the
rickety wharf ut Smithville, the hoisting
of the sails, and the sufe crossing over the
bar out into the open sea.

There was a dagueratype urtist on band
to obtain w picture of the interesting
spectacle.  His art was not quite so quick
in its work as modern photography; and
the “instantaneous process” of the pres
ent was preceded by one that occupiel
two or threo minues.  Dut a very salis-
factory picture was made; and mention-
ing our experience to Col. Fagg, he in-
formed us he had it.

The battla of Bueng Vista was lought
on the 2200 and 20rd of February, 1847
and after the defent of the Mexicans,
they retirad fur info the interior. So
that the North Carolina troops arrived
too late to participate in any general ae-
tion. In fact thers was none subsequ-
ently on Taylor's line of movement, but
guerillas swarmed and attacked every
wagon train that ventured on the road,
those yoing up to tha army offering rich
spoil Lo the depredators. This compel-
led large military escorts; and the attacks
and repulses of the guorillas offered the
sole warlike experience had on this line
after the battle of Buena Vista. In this
service the men of North Carolina were
constantly employed. The fine stato of
discipline to which the regiment had y2en
brought by the skilt and the sternness
of its officera had earned for it the repota-
tion of being the best drilled, the best
disciplined, and the most reliable
volunteer regiment in the service.

Col. Fagg won his full share of credii
for the cauees of the efficiency of the re-
giment; and his executive ability was re-
cognized by his aj pointment to the com-
mand, as Military Gavernor, of the town
of Ceralvo, an important post on the line
of communicalion from Mataworus to
Mouterey.

At the close of the war the regiments
returned to the United States, Col. Fagg
with four companies debarking at Old
Fort Comfort, from which place he re-
turned home.

His subsequent years have been passed
here. He had been until within a few
yeare netive in local politics, and was tor
some yeurs post master of Agheville. Of
'ate, in symewhat onfbled health, but
with unimpaired facalties, he has spent
Lis days vndisturbed by eareor labor,

He is one of the few survivors among
the officera of rank who accompanisl
him to a foreign field of war. Col. Paine
died in Texas long since, while u U, &
comuwissioner to settle a Mexican bound-
ary dispute; Major Stokes was killed at
the batile of Seven Pines. Most of thie
higher officers sre dead and Col. Fagg
stands almaost the sole living wenmorisl
of a stirring and proud period of Amer-
ican history. Long may he survive,
